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MORAL INDIGNATION 


“AS ERAersoomenesmaa 


Dispatches from Berlin lately have revealed a new 


Lif ; quity of bombing defenseless towns from the air. More 
than one important German paper has protested against 
the practice} and government officials have denounced’ it. 

This “is said to be the first printed evidence reaching 
the outer world since the war began revealing open pro- 
tests in Germany against any form of frighfulness. Aerial 
shrecklichkeit, in particular, has heretofore always been 
held justifiable. 

Why the sudden change of front? Well, for one 
thing, it may be noted that the protests ,mentioned have 
nothing to do with German air-assassins. They keep 
right on dropping bombs on helpless women and children. 
The moral indignation of the German critics is directed 
solely against the wicked British and French, who have 
been threatening lately to retaliate if Germany persisted 
in her air atrocities. 

And it may further be noted that the German protests 
come in advance of any reprisal campaign. 
men have dropped hundreds of tons of explosives over 
the German lines lately, but so far as is known, have di- 
rected their operations solely for military purposes. They 
have not yet started slaughtering German women and 
children to show the German people what their own re- 
presentatives have been doing. 

It is something, however, for German officials and 
editors to apply their minds to the moral aspect of the 
matter from any angle whatever. Eventually they may 
come to suspect that possibly it’s almost as wrong for a 
German soldier to murder an English child as it would 
be for an English soldier to murder a German child.

HOGS TO WIN THE WAR 


Now, we're told, it’s hogs that are to win the war. The 
department of agriculture presents the matter about like 
this: 

To make sure of victory we must produce niore food. 

The most ess. ntial kind of food is meat. 

The most imp rtant form of meat is pork, because “it 
can be transported more readily and economically to our 
troops in the field than can anv other meat.” 

The department therefore strongly urges the necessity 
‘and duty «f st-rting at once to increase the hog supply. 
The estimatcd number of hogs in this country is about 
4,000,000 less than it was'a year ago. It ought to be more, 
in order to guarantee the proper feeding of our soldiers, 
our allies and ourselves. 

It’s sitnply a question of wholesale breeding instead 
of wholesale slaughtering. Breeding animals must re- 

produce themselves, and farmers are urged to see that 
every eligible |.og does her duty. 

There is no hardship thus imposed on the farmer. He 
is merely encouraged to enter more zealously into an 
extremely profitable industry. The price of pork lately 
has been more than twice its average price in the three or 
four years before the war. It isn’t likely to go down 
much, if any. Tl.2 demand is sure to continue strong 
until some tinic :fier the end of the war. Feed crops are 
plentiful now. Everything favors hog-raising. 

But the patriotic appeal should be stronger than the 
jure of profits. Raising hogs has become as much a war 
duty as buying Liberty Bonds. 

An everage increase of 15 per cent for the entire coun- 
try is recommended for the coming year. Some states 
are, asked to produce more than that, and some less. 
.Missouri’s quota is a 50 per cent increase of her présent 
porcine population. Five per cent will suffice for Georgia 
and West Virginia. Alabama, Iowa, Kansas, Indiana, 
Illinois, Mississippi, Arkansas, South Carolina, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Maryland, North Carolina, Michigan 

“and Nebraska, have all been dereliet in varying degrees. 
The rest of the states have been doing their duty, and are 
expected to keep up the good work.
